PREFACE

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  36th  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1969. 

The  population  increased  by  290  from  last  year's  figure  of  38,090  to 
38,380.  The  natural  increase  in  population  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was 
147.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  rose  to  9%  of  all  births,  the  highest 
figure  recorded  in  the  Urban  District.  This  rate  has  risen  steadily  over  the  last 
three  5 year  periods  from  1955.  These  means  were:  1955-1959  — 3.9%; 
1960-1964  — 5.3%;  and  1965-1969  — 7.1%.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred 
during  the  year  and  the  stillbirth  and  general  death  rates  fell.  The  birth  rate 
remained  the  same  as  in  1968.  There  was  a slight  rise  in  the  neonatal  mortality, 
but  the  perinatal  mortality  fell  and  was  the  same  as  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  rise  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  due  to  8 deaths  of  infants  over 
one  month  of  age:  5 congenital  defects,  2 accidents  and  1 infection. 

Deaths  from  lung  cancer  were  responsible  for  19%  of  the  total  cancer 
deaths.  During  the  decade  1960-69,  this  figure  has  been  stationary  around  20%. 
The  main  items  of  health  interest  during  1969  weri  the  opening  of  modern 
food  premises  in  both  towns;  progress  made  in  the  St.  Day  and  Lanner  Sewage 
Scheme;  completion  of  inspection  of  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act;  continuation  of  House  Improvements;  the  continued 
fall  in  the  total  kill  in  the  slaughter  houses;  satisfactory  vital  statistics,  and  the 
low  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  although  the  diseases  identified  were  of  a 
wider  variety  than  usual.

Looking  to  the  future  2 documents  (Town  Development  Study  and  the 
West  Cornwall  Review)  point  the  way  to  development  over  the  next  20  years. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  G.  J.  Barrington,  County  Planning  Officer  for  the 
following  information  about  the  development  prooosals  for  the  town. 

"With  a view  to  assisting  the  Urban  District  Council  to  decide  whether  to  enter 
the  town  development  agreement  with  the  Greater  London  Council,  the  County 
Planning  Officer  prepared  a feasibility  study  on  the  implications  of  a town  ex- 
pansion scheme  involving  the  construction  of  approximately  1,000  houses  for 
Londoners".  The  map  at  the  end  of  the  book  was  prepared  by  the  County 
Planning  Officer  and  shows  the  development  necessary. 

The  main  conclusions  were:- 

1.  Changes  due  to  migration  during  the  years  1956-1961  and  1961-1966 
were  examined,  and  in  Camborne-Redruth,  as  in  many  parts  of  the  County  it 
was  found  that  in  the  years  1956-1961  there  was  a small  net  outflow  of  popu- 
lation, but  between  1961  and  1966  a considerable  net  inward  movement 
occurred. 

2.  The  Employment  Exchange  area  was  listed  as  a Development  District 
from  1958  to  1966  and  since  1966  has  been  included  in  the  South  Western 
Development  area  attracting  government  financial  aid.  With  the  manufacturing 
industry  employing  40%  of  the  insured  population  there  is  a considerable  de- 
pendence on  employment  in  the  engineering  and  electrical  group  of  Industries. 
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3.  There  would  probably  be  a population  increase  or  10,000  if  overspill 
were  attracted  to  the  town. 

4.  The  extension  of  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  for  the 
1,000  extra  houses  needed  is  possible  without  undue  difficulty. 

5.  Land  is  available  for  new  houses,  schools,  clinics,  welfare  homes, 
open  spaces,  shopping  centres,  further  industry  and  the  projected  bye-pass  of 
the  urban  areas. 

In  the  event  the  Urban  District  Council  decided  against  the  scheme. 
Subsequently  The  West  Cornwall  Study  carried  out  by  Mr.  G.J.  Barrington, 
County  Planning  Officer  was  set  up  to  analyse  the  main  economic  and  social 
problems  of  the  area  and  these  are  set  out  as;- 

a)  There  are  large  areas  of  derelict  land  — most  outside  areas  likely  to  be 
suitable  for  development. 

b)  The  population  is  dispersed  in  small  towns  and  there  are  fewer  people 
of  working  age  and  many  more  of  retirement  age  than  the  national  average. 

c)  Loss  of  migration  of  young  adults  has  worsened  in  the  1960's. 

d)  There  has  been  marked  growth  in  manufacturing  industry  and  tour- 
ism, although  the  latter  has  done  nothing  to  reduce  the  flow  of  the  younger 
working  groups  from  the  area. 

e)  Unemployment  has  remained  higher  than  the  national  average. 

f)  Improvement  of  internal  and  external  communication  is  essential. 

g)  The  holiday  industry  in  West  Cornwall  is  important,  but  it  is  unlikely 
the  rapid  rate  of  employment  growth  in  this  industry  in  the  early  1960's  will 
be  repeated  in  the  1970's. 

h)  In  Agriculture  the  trend  towards  fewer  employed  workers  seems 
likely  to  continue. 

i)  Growth  is  expected  in  the  Mining  and  Quarrying  employment. 

The  Study's  main  recommendation  is  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
accelerate  the  rate  of  growth  of  population  and  employment  beyond  the 
present  expected  growth  to  occur  in  the  period  up  to  1981,  if  the  area  is  to 
prosper.  As  regards  Camborne- Redruth  District  only  ’72%  increase  in  popu- 
lation occurred  between  1954-1961;  2.7%  between  1961-1964,  with  a 
further  increase  to  3.8%  during  1964-1968.  About  7%  of  the  Urban  District 
is  derelict  land  and  about  1/3rd  of  this  area  is  suggested  for  reclamation  and 
landscaping.  The  projected  population  in  1981  is  43,000  and  about  4,000 
new  dwelling  houses  will  be  needed  by  then. 

In  presenting  my  tenth  Annual  Report  for  your  District  I wish  to 
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express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees,  Members 
of  the  Committees,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  for  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  Health  Area  Office. 

Whilst  Mr.  Baxter,  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  absent  from 
duty  due  to  illness  during  the  second  half  of  the  year,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
he  returned  to  duty  in  the  Spring  of  1970  and  to  acknowledge  the  conscientious 
work  of  Mr.  Thomason  and  the  Inspectorate  during  a busy  summer  and  winter 
with  a depleted  staff.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1969. 

Unfortunately,  members  of  the  Department  were- affected  with  long 
bouts  of  illness  during  the  year.  In  particular  Mr.  Thomason  was  absent  for 
ten  weeks  whilst  undergoing  an  operation,  and  I was  absent  for  some  twenty- 
six  weeks.  These  absences  affected  the  working  of  the  Department,  but  all 
routine  work  such  as  meat  inspection,  dealing  with  complaints,  drain  and  sewer 
inspection,  was  dealt  with  properly.  Unfortunately,  it  was  impossible  to  give 
the  usual  attention  to  food  hygiene,  visits  to  caravan  sites  etc. 

During  the  middle  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Salmonella  at  a poultry 
farm  threw  a considerable  extra  burden  on  the  staff  for  about  three  months. 

Fortunately,  there  were  very  few  incidents  of  oil  pollution  on  the  beach 
at  Portreath  during  the  summer  months.  Those  incidents  which  did  occur  were 
mainly  of  a minor  nature. 

I am  indebted  to  the  following  Officers  for  information  and  data 
which  have  been  included  under  the  section  “Housing"  in  the  report;  Mr.  D.H. 
Phillips,  M.I.Mun.E.,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  Mr.  J.  Lenten, 
Housing  Manager  to  the  Council.

One  quarter  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  time  is  devoted  to  the 
Personal  Health  Services  which  are  the  function  of  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Cornwall  County  Council.  This  Committee  deals  with  the 
work  of  the  County  Council  in  the  Urban  District,  and  also  in  the  Borough  of 
Helston  and  the  Rural  District  of  Kerrier. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  Dr.  Barrow, 
Director,  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro,  for  ex- 
amination. Examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream  and  food  products  for  cleanli- 
ness ensure  they  are  free  from  bacteriological  and  other  sources  of  infection.  The 
following  samples  were  sent  during  1969:

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  12  old  persons,  10  females  and  2 
males  who  were  living  alone  and  needing  assistance. 

In  one  instance  action  had  to  be  taken  to  remove  an  elderly  handi- 
capped person  to  hospital.  The  other  persons  were  supervised  in  their  homes  by 
the  Nursing  Staff  and  supported  by  the  Home  Help  Service,  Meals  on  Wheels, 
relatives  and  neighbours. 

(d)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  following  quantities  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s 
Controlled  Tip  during  the  year. 

Household  and  Trade  Refuse  87,473  cu.  yds. 

General  rubbish  and  highway 
sweepings  32,085  cu.  yds. 

1 19,558  cu.  yds. 


These  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  1968  totals  of  an  additional 
3,500  cu.  yds.  of  household  and  trade  refuse  and  10,500  cu.  yds.  of  general 
rubbish  and  highway  sweepings.  It  is  known  from  the  bin  count  that  refuse  is 
constantly  increasing  in  this  area  and  more  and  more  trade  refuse  is  being 
collected  or  brought  privately  to  the  tip  to  the  extent  this  year  of  over  3,000 
cu.  yds.  The  central  position  of  the  Council's  tip  har.  much  to  do  with  the  con- 
siderable increase  in  general  rubbish  and  demolition  material  which  is  brought 
to  the  tip.  Much  of  this  would  have  been  tipped  on  waste  land  in  the  district 
if  it  had  not  been  brought  to  the  Council's  tip. 

The  use  of  bulk  refuse  containers  for  trade  refuse  continues  to  be 
supported  well  and  during  the  year  1 17  such  bins  were  on  hire  and  277  empty- 
ings per  week  were  made  throughout  the  year.  There  is  an  ever  increasing  de- 
mand for  this  service  and  we  are  invariably  awaiting  delivery  of  new  containers 
to  fulfil  the  demands  made  by  trade  and  commerce  on  this  service  in  the  area. 

During  1969  large  container  bins  were  placed  at  various  points  in  the 
area  where  excess  domestic  refuse  could  be  deposited  for  removal  to  the  tip. 
Outside  the  tip  is  a large  plat  which  has  been  made  available  for  the  deposit  of 
domestic  refuse  and  these  facilities  are  generally  well  used  by  the  public. 

(e)  Rodent  Control 
Sewer  Infestations 

The  treatment  of  sewers  for  rat  infestation  was  carried  out  by  test 
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baiting  in  the  Spring  followed  by  a maintenance  treatment  with  a further  main- 
tenance treatment  in  the  Autumn.  The  results  were  as  follows:

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Cesspool  and  Gully  Emptyings 


671  cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year  and  it  was  again  found 
necessary  to  employ  an  outside  contractor  to  help  with  this  work  in  order  to 
maintain  a satisfactory  service.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council's  High- 
ways Department  brought  a new  gully  emptying  machine  into  operation  to  deal 
with  gullies  on  Council  owned  roads.  During  the  year  5,879  gullies  were  cleansed 
on  urban  district  roads.  This  figure  does  not  include  the  gullies  cleansed  by  the 
machine  operated  by  the  Highways  Department. 

13,787  gullies  were  cleansed  on  roads  maintained  by  the  Cornwall 
County  Council. 

(f)  Camborne  Urban  District  Welfare  Committee 

This  Committee,  formed  by  members  of  voluntary  and  church  organis- 
ations in  the  District  and  members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  co-ordinate  the 
activities  of  the  member  organisations.  Projects  provided  were  books  for  house- 
bound persons,  home  visits  of  the  elderly,  transport  to  hospital  for  relatives,  gifts 
and  Christmas  parcels  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped. 

(g)  Health  Education 

Health  Education  is  a function  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  under 
Section  179  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  under 
Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Posters  and  leaflets  were  displayed  in  clinics,  doctors'  surgeries  and  on 
Council  notice  boards. 

The  programme  of  talks  for  mothers  and  parents  continued  in  the 
clinics  throughout  the  year. 

The  Redruth  Health  Club  has  a membership  of  26,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  15,  meeting  weekly  for  discussion,  talks  or  films  on  all  aspects  of 
health,  both  mental  and  physical  from  the  ante-natal  period  to  adulthood. 

Subjects  have  included  Growth  & Development,  Value  of  Values,  Life 
in  a Fashion  Store,  Slimming,  Crochet,  Work  & Play,  Continental  Holidays, 

Habits  & Behaviour,  Making  Friends,  Floral  Art,  Love,  Self-Assessment,  Make-up, 
Responsible  People. 


The  Camborne  Health  Club  has  a membership  of  22  with  an  average 
attendance  of  15,  meeting  once  a month. 


Talks  during  the  year  covered  a variety  of  subjects  such  as:  Handwork, 
Milk,  Knitting,  Preserves,  Cushion  Making,  Medical  Care  of  Children  and  a 
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Cooking  Demonstration.

The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liaises  with  the  hospital  staff  at 
Redruth  General  Hospital  and  Maternity  Unit  and  Barncoose  Hospital,  Back- 
ground reports  of  home  and  social  conditions  are  made  available  to  the  medical 
staff  and  advance  requests  are  made  for  home  nursing,  home  help,  or  supervisory 
visits  which  the  patient  may  require  on  discharge. 

3.  Mental  Health  & Welfare  Social  Workers 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  six 
Welfare  Officers  and  four  Family  Welfare  Workers  work  in  Area  2.  The  Family 
Welfare  Worker  devotes  her  time  to  problem  families. 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1960,  six  Mental  Welfare  Officers  pro- 
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vide  for  admission  to  hospital  of  all  mentally  ill  patients,  and  mentally  sub- 
normal persons,  and  their  subsequent  after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the 
community. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  — Section  29 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1 19  cases  were  served  by  the  Home  Help 
service  in  the  Camborne- Redruth  area.  Throughout  the  year  this  number  in- 
creased to  122.  The  equivalent  of  13  full-time  Home  Helps  were  employed  during

This  service  is  made  available  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  and  organised  in  the  Urban  District  by  Mrs.  Price-Pierce,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  W.V.S.  She  was  able  to  provide  help  in  107  cases  in  Camborne 
and  Redruth.

(iii)  Disinfestation 

A total  of  112  visits  were  made  to  premises  during  the  year  to  deal  with 
infestations  of  fleas,  cockroaches  and  ants.  Treatments  were  carried  out  by 
spraying  with  an  insecticide  and  also  by  painting  with  a special  type  of  lacquer. 

(iv)  Infectious  Diseases 

A total  of  209  visits  were  made  following  notifications  of  infectious 

diseases. 

During  July,  1969  a case  of  Salmonella  in  the  Redruth  Ward  led  to 
investigations  being  made  at  a local  poultry  breeding  and  slaughtering  establish- 
ment. It  quickly  became  apparent  that  a percentage  of  the  birds  slaughtered  at 
the  premises  were  affected  with  Salmonella.  A routine  was  immediately  estab- 
lished whereby  each  bird  was  identified  at  slaughter,  and  smears  taken  and  for- 
warded to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  birds  were  then  retained  in  cold 
storage  until  the  laboratory  results  were  received.  The  carcases  of  those  birds 
found  to  be  affected  with  Salmonella  were  destroyed  and  the  remainder  passed 
as  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Tests  were  also  carried  out  on  the  foodstuffs  given  to  the  birds  and 
some  of  this  was  also  found  to  be  affected  ’with  Salmonella;  the  use  of  this  food 
was  discontinued  forthwith. 

It  was  not  until  October  that  birds  slaughtered  were  no  longer  found  to 
be  infected.  Smears  were  taken  from  1,437  birds  and  some  67  carcases  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.

HOUSING 


During  the  1960's  improvement  in  housing  conditions  is  being  brought 
about  by  the  new  building  regulations  — 1965  and  the  Parker-M orris  standard  for 
council  housing.  At  the  end  of  the  year  improved  standards  were  set  for  houses 
for  old  people  especially  in  heating.  These  are  designed  to  prevent  hypothermia. 
Difficulty  still  arises  as  the  better  heating  arrangements  apply  only  to  council 
houses  and  even  in  these  houses  some  old  people  cannot  afford  high  fuel  bills. 
Clearly  it  is  necessary  for  the  old-aged  pension  to  completely  cover  the  total  cost 
in  living  in  up-to-date  bungalows  for  the  aged. 


Since  1966  the  Council  began  to  provide  Warden  Controlled  Units  in 
each  Ward  and  at  present  42  places  are  provided.  During  the  1970's  these  units 
should  be  increased  and  the  Warden's  duties  extended  to  give  a general  oversight 
of  aged  persons  living  in  the  immediate  vicinity.

(i)  Housing  Points  Scheme 

During  1969  some  199  applications  for  Council  Houses  were  dealt  with 
by  the  Department  and  339  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  these 
applications.  In  addition  to  awarding  points  for  overcrowding,  houses  were  also 
inspected  for  defects  and  in  a number  of  cases  Notices  were  served  on  owners  of 
properties  requiring  certain  repairs  to  be  carried  out. 
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(])  Non-Traditional  Housing 
Caravans 

At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  31  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area  cover- 
ing altogether  some  350  caravans.  In  a number  of  cases  the  licences  are  given  for 
temporary  residential  use,  while  new  dwellings  are  being  constructed  on  the  sites. 

During  1969  a complaint  was  received  from  a caravan  occupier  that  the 
electrical  wiring  was  dangerous.  The  complaint  upon  investigation  was  found  to 
be  justified,  and  after  consultation  with  the  Ministry  of  Technology,  the  Council 
decided  to  add  the  following  condition  to  all  Site  Licences.  "That  any  supply  of 
electricity  to  the  site  or  of  any  caravan  situated  thereon  and  the  electrical  install- 
ation of  such  caravan,  shall  be  such  as  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  occupants  of 
the  caravan  and  of  persons  using  or  visiting  the  site." 

At  the  end  of  1969  the  South  Western  Electricity  Board  were  asked  to 
examine  and  report  on  the  electrical  wiring  at  all  caravan  sites  in  the  area.  It  will 
obviously  take  a considerable  time  to  bring  all  the  sites  up  to  the  required  standard 
as  far  as  electrical  wiring  is  concerned.

Meat  Inspection 


It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a very  definite  increase  in  tuberculosis  in 
beef  cattle  over  the  previous  year.  This  figure  is  largely  attributable  to  the  fact 
that  all  reactors  in  West  Cornwall  are  now  slaughtered  within  the  urban  area.  It 
would  appear  that  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  from  herds  of  cattle,  at  least 
in  West  Cornwall,  has  not  been  completely  successful  to  date. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  continues  to  fall 
and  4,000  fewer  have  been  slaughtered  this  year  than  in  1968.  One  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained. 

(d)  Other  Food 

A total  of  205  visits  were  made  to  shops  and  premises  other  than 
slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  the  examination  and  condemnation  of  food 
for  human  consumption.

(f)  Food  Premises  — Hygiene 

During  1969  only  304  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  in  connection 
with  matters  concerning  the  hygiene  of  the  premises.  This  is  less  than  half  the 
number  of  visits  paid  to  such  premises  in  the  previous  year.  This  decline  in  visits 
was  most  unsatisfactory  and  was  due  almost  entirely  to  the  excessive  amount  of 
sickness  experienced  by  members  of  the  department  during  the  year  under  re- 


view. 
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SECTION  F 


GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

The  table  on  page  61  shows  that  over  the  decade  the  most  prevalent 
notifiable  diseases  were  Measles,  Meningitis,  Whooping  Cough,  Pneumonia,  and 
Streptococcal  infection.  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  has  steadily  declined,  but 
Scabies  has  become  more  noticeable  recently.  As  the  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuber- 
culosis in  the  younger  age  group  have  declined  since  1960,  the  number  of  cases 
occurring  in  the  elderly  has  increased.  During  the  decade  protection  against 
Tuberculosis,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  was 
carried  out.  The  acceptance  rate  in  school  children  for  vaccination  against  these 
diseases  is  Tuberculosis  - 93%  and  approximately  80%  for  the  others. 

Dysentery 

During  the  summer  3 families  were  investigated.  8 children  were  found 
to  be  infected  and  during  the  next  two  months,  24  children  were  investigated 
but  were  found  to  be  clear  of  infection.  5 Food  Handlers  were  investigated  before 
their  return  to  work. 

Gastro-Enteritis 

Groups  of  cases  were  investigated  throughout  the  year  and  one  infant 
died  from  this  disease. 

January.  — The  Consultant  Geriatrician  at  Barncoose  Hospital  notified  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  10  patients  in  one  of  the  wards  and  7 of  the 
nursing  staff  were  ill  with  diarrhoea  and  vomiting.  Faeces  samples  from  patients 
and  staff  showed  no  bacterial  cause  for  this  illness.  The  clinical  picture  was  one 
of  winter  vomiting  and  over  the  next  two  months  25  cases  were  notified  by 
General  Practitioners. 

April.  — At  the  end  of  the  month  5 children  from  the  Urban  District  were  ad- 
mitted to  hospital  suffering  from  E.Coli  type  0128.  Investigation  of  49  other 
possible  cases  which  were  notified  by  General  Practitioners  could  not  establish 
the  presence  of  this  disease. 

October.  — 10  children  were  off  school  from  East  End  School,  Redruth  with 
severe  headache  and  sickness  but  no  diarrhoea.  Precautions  against  respiratory 
and  intestinal  spread  resulted  in  the  cessation  of  cases,  of  winter  vomiting, 
within  2 weeks. 

July.  — A baby  was  notified  as  suffering  from  Salmonella  Enteriditis  at  the 
beginning  of  the  month.  The  source  of  this  infection  was  not  identified  but  in 
response  to  a letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  alerting  General  Prac- 
titioners of  the  presence  of  this  infection,  another  case  was  found  associated 
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with  a poultry  farm.  Dr.  Johnson,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Penzance  Health 
Area,  was  acting  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Camborne  Health  Area  during  my 
annual  leave  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  initiating  health  control  of  this  wide- 
spread animal  infection  which  was  responsible  for  decimation  of  a turkey  flock 
and  infecting  4 members  of  the  poultry  staff.  At  the  onset  it  was  evident  that 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  had  to  be  responsible  for  the 
control  of  infection  in  the  turkeys  at  the  farm  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
had  to  be  sure  that  oven-ready  birds  were  fit  for  human  consumption  and  ascer- 
tain that  the  staff  handling  food  were  free  from  this  infection.  Jointly,  efforts 
were  made  to  find  the  source  of  infection,  and  to  this  end  meetings  took  place 
between  Dr.  Thompson,  Veterinary  Laboratory,  Truro,  Mr.  Kennedy,  Poultry 
Officer,  Dr.  Johnson,  Dr.  Barrow,  Director,  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Truro 
and  myself,  together  with  the  Owner  of  the  premises  arxf  representatives  of 
animal  food  manufacturers.  The  organism  responsible  for  the  disease  in  the 
turkeys  and  the  staff  was  Salmonella  Enteriditis  type  8,  which  was  known,  at 
that  time,  to  be  present  in  some  animal  food  ingredients  in  other  parts  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  This  organism  was  found  in  a small  portion  of  feeding  stuff  on 
the  farm,  but  it  could  not  be  conclusively  demonstrated  that  animal  food  stuff 
was  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  or  if  this  particular  portion  of  food  stuff  had  been 
contaminated  from  the  heavy  infection  in  the  farm.  A summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  laboratory,  Truro,  was:

While  the  Public  Health  Staff  had  to  spend  a considerable  annount  of  time 
at  the  food  premises  to  the  exclusion  of  other  work,  the  Owner  advised  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Veterinary  Officers  had  a more  exact- 
ing task  in  ridding  his  premises  of  widespread  infection,  protecting  what  poults  he 
could  salvage,  maintaining  standards  in  his  food  premises,  and  satisfying  his  cus- 
tomers at  the  commencement  of  the  peak  period  in  this  trade. 


Impetigo
